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Recycling program started at GHS

Students at Grayling High 
School are getting a lesson in 
Recycling: 101. 

Students and school staff 
recently started a school-wide 
recycling program at the 
Grayling High School. 

Grayling Charter Township 
received a $2,000 grant from the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioner’s environmental 
fund earlier this year to start the 
program. 

A brunt of the recycled mate- 
rials 
school’s lunch room, including 
Styrofoam trays, tin cans and 
cardboard. 

Recycling bins have also been 
placed in each classroom, and 
around the building, to store 
paper and plastic bottles. 

Students are directed to sort 
out their recycled materials in 
the lunch room. 

“Our biggest obstacle right 
now is education. Because our 
kids are creatures of habit, 
they’re used to throwing every- 
thing away,” said Dale Forcier, a 
high school language arts 
instructor and Student Senate 
adviser. 

Forcier and art teacher Mark 
Binert have been tapped to help 
start the recycling initiative at 
the school. Students involved in 
the Student Senate, and just over 
a half dozen art students, have 
come together to form a recy- 
cling club. 

“These kids are all leaders, so 
it is a no-brainier for them,”

A 
young girl was tearful as her 
mother was not able to be in 
attendance at a school event, A 
mother and her children, who

live with in-laws, came to story 
hour to find comfort within the 
library’s environment,” she said.

system 
bid 
approved

The Grayling City Council, 
last week, approved a contract to 
have the water service system in 
a portion of Elmwood Cemetery 
replaced. 

Dave Greenway, the owner of 
Greenway Landscaping and 
Irrigation, was awarded the bid 
to replace the existing water ser- 
vice system for $12,584. 

The contract _—_ includes 
installing 5,000 feet of two-inch 
water lines and 25 water spigots. 
Greenway will winterize the 
system once it is in place and 
will turn the system on in the 
spring. 

The work is expected to be 
completed by the end of the 
month. 

City officials were forced to 
shut off the water system in the 
older portion of the cemetery, 
located next to the I-75 Business 
Loop and North Down River 
Road, due to a leak in a water 
pipe. The leak was causing up to 
1,400 gallons of water to be dis- 
charged into the ground per day, 
said Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer. 

Since access to the water was 
discontinued just prior to 
Memorial Day, Thayer said, 
city officials have drawn fre- 
quent complaints from people 
who were used to having the 
convenience of water close by.

warm and dry. Many of the con- 
sumers who purchased these 
socks were lumbermen, hunters 
and fishermen. These socks are 
still a favorite of many locals who 
wear them as well as those who 
make them into stuffed animals to 
be snuggled and loved. 

“Operation Sock Monkey” was 
inspired by the Fairbotham and 
Isenhauer (Fairbotham’s in-laws) 
families who shared nostalgic sto- 
ries about their childhoods on the 
banks of the AuSable, Mansfield- 
Sanderson said. 

Some of the elder family mem- 
bers recalled the days when they 
were comforted with sock mon- 
keys of their own created by their 
ancestors, 

“It was this image that gave me 
the idea of providing support to 
the families and troops who were 
leaving by using the nostalgic 
icon, sock monkey,” Mansfield- 
Sanderson said. If our communi- 
ty had found comfort throughout 
the years with these socks, why 
shouldn’t we revive the tradition? 

A sleepless night and inspira- 
tion caused Mansfield-Sanderson 
to write an e-mail at 4 a.m. to Fox 
River Mills in Iowa. A response 
was answered within a very short 
time. Representative Doug 
Vogelzang was quick to contact a 
Jocal area business to see if they 
would help kick off Operation 
Sock Monkey. 

“I was astonished at the swift 
response, support and cooperation 
offered to this idea from Riverland 
Gear and Drycleaning, who 
offered to help us begin the proj- 
ect,” Mansfield-Sanderson said. 

Ann Stephenson, longtime resi- 
dent and owner of Riverland, was 
excited to assist in providing 
socks for the production of sock 
monkeys and “Wick Dry Socks,” 
to keep the troops’ feet dry in the 
desert, at a drastically reduced 
rate. 

Although the Crawford County 
Library System officially adopted 
the 107th HSC and 107th FSC as 
their focus, they are offering to 
give support to any local service 
men and women currenily serving 
in Iraq. 

“We are dedicated to supporting 
our local community soldiers as 
they support our national efforts,” 
Mansfield-Sanderson said. “It is 
difficult for the library system to 
identify individuals serving, due 
to national security and privacy 
issues.

Operation Sock Monkey has 
three distinct phases of support. 
Troops will be supported by being 
provided with socks, care pack- 
ages, letters and cards. The fami- 
lies of these soldiers will be pro- 
vided with a way in which to com- 
municate with their loved ones in 
Iraq, with web cams provided to 
their local libraries, sock monkeys 
for their dependents, family pro- 
gram nights, letters and cards of 
support. The community will 
have the opportunity to learn how 
to make their own sock monkeys 
at a program to be scheduled in 
the future. Attend the Christmas 
Walk-to meet the live Crawford 
County Library mascot Sgt. Sock 
Monkey at the Devereaux 
Memorial Library from 5 a.m. to 8 
p.m. on Saturday, Nov. 17, and 
volunteer to assist with the mak- 
ing of sock monkeys to be given 
to the children. Individuals can 
support the effort by wearing one 
of the “Operation Sock Monkey” 
buttons, which are available at 
each of the library branches, for a 
suggested donation of $3.00. All 
proceeds and donations will be 
utilized to pay for the supplies and 
shipping of the items for troop and 
family support. The library sys- 
tem is seeking sponsorship of 
organizations, businesses and 
individuals who share in the mis- 
sion of supporting the troops. 
Operation Sock Monkey has 
already been well received by the 
military personnel from the 107th 
HSC and 107th FSC. The night 
before deployment to Iraq, 
Mansfield-Sanderson presented 
sock monkeys to Fairbotham and 
his granddaughter Evelyn. Ist Sgt 
Mike Touchinski, of 107th HSC, 
also received a mascot for his 
ranks and proudly carried it to the 
tarmac as they boarded the plane 
to Baghdad. 

Both units have been pleased to 
have in their company these very 
special ambassadors of support. 

‘We hope that knowing that our 
community is in support of these 
men and women, along with their 
families, will make the days in a 
strange land a_ bit shorter,” 
Mansfield-Sanderson said. 

The library will be shipping 
additional sock monkeys {to the 
troops so that they might share 
them with others in Iraq who 
could use a bit of comfort. The 
smaller children, who have a par- 
ent or grandparent away, can share 
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visions of sock monkey as he 
makes his way through the desert 
in the company of their loved 
ones. 

“It is our goal to present each 


-dependent child of these soldiers 


with a sock monkey at Christmas 
time to bring them a bit of comfort 
while mom or dad is away,” 
Manstfield-Sanderson said. “It is a 
small gesture for a huge sacrifice.” 


One of the library’s own staff 


members, Jess Fairbotham, knows 
firsthand how much life changes 
when a parent Icaves to serve. 
“My dad is a huge part of our 
lives,” he said. “The next year will 
be hard for all of us, It is our hope 
that knowing that there is a com- 
munity who is willing to pull 
together to show our appreciation 
for the troops and their families 
will make that time a little casi¢r.” 
We cannot do it without full 
community support, Mansfield- 
Sanderson said. It is a dauntingly 
big task to attempt to sew the 300 
sock monkeys necessary to 
achieve our goal. There is much 
to be done in a very short lime. 
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Without volunteers and communi- 
ty support the task will be difl- 
cult. 

The first community event will 
be “Sew your Support,’ which 
will be held from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
on Saturday, Oct. 20, at the 
Devereaux Memorial Library, 201 
Plum Street. 


“We have a lot of work ahead of 


us, and we need anyone who is 
willing to help - sewers and non- 
sewers alike,” Mansfield- 
Sanderson said. “If you have a 
sewing machine, bring it along. 
We need machine sewers, stuffers 
and hand sewing.” 

Future events will be planned to 
gather items for care packages and 
fetler writing.

News this summer that the 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC) recalled 
millions of toys after determin- 
ing they contained excessive 
amounts of lead recently elevat- 
ed the issue of childhood lead 
poisoning in the United States. 
In fact, the CDC estimates 
nearly half a million children 
living in the U.S. have blood 
lead levels high enough to 
cause significant damage to 
their health. 

Despite the ever-threatening 
presence of lead in the environ- 
ment today, lead poisoning is 
entirely preventable. To 
increase awareness of child- 
hood lead poisoning preven- 
tion, District Health 
Department # 10 is participat- 
ing in National Lead Poisoning 
Prevention Week (NLPPW) 
October 2!—27 along with the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

This year's NLPPW theme, 
“Protect Our Most Valuable 
Resource—Our — Children,” 
underscores the importance of 
preventing lead exposure 
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before children are harmed to 
prevent lead poisoning’s seri- 
ous health effects, such as brain 
damage, learning and behavior 
problems or even death. 

In| commemoration of 
NLPPW, events such as state 
proclamations, lead-awareness 
community events, and educa- 
tional campaigns will be con- 
ducted nationwide.

Making a college 
education more 
affordable | 


Earning a college degree is an 
important and increasingly neces- 
sary stop on the way to a success- 
ful career for young people here 
in Michigan and across the coun- 
try. Students with a bachelor’s 
degree will earn 70 percent more 
on average than those with only a 
high school diploma, which 
translates to a million dollars over 
the course of a lifetime. That 
gap becomes $3.7 million when 
comparing a high school diploma 
with a professional degree. 

At the same time, paying for a 
college education has become a 
daunting task. In Michigan, the 
cost of one year at a four-year 
public college jumped 39 percent 
between the 2000-2001' and 
2005-2006 school years to more 
than $13,500. That puts a huge 
strain on the family budget, espe- 
cially when federal student aid 


programs have been largely stag- . 


nant. 

Even when low- and middie- 
income students succeed in mak- 
ing ends meet and get their 
degree, they often graduate with a 
huge financial burden. Six in ten 
college students in Michigan 
graduate with student loan debt, 
and for many students the grow- 
ing cost of tuition has pushed 
their loans to unprecedented lev- 
els. 

To help bridge this gap, 
Congress recently passed the 
largest federal investment in 
higher education since the GI 
Bill. , This legislation — the 
College Cost Reduction and 
Access Act — will provide a boost 
to students and families who are 
struggling to mect the rising costs 
of postsecondary education. 

This much-needed fegislation 
significantly expands the federal 
Pell grant program, which helps 
thousands of students in 
Michigan pay for college every 
year. It increases the maximum 
grant to $5,100 next year and 
$5,400 by 2012 from just $4,050 
last year and increases the top 
income level at which a student is 
cligible for the maximum grant. 
These changes would bring an 
additional $80 million to 
Michigan next year and an addi- 


tional $689.6 million over the 
next five years. 

This legislation also helps to 
direct resources to the schools 
that are most in need. The new 
TEACH Grant program will pro-

vide $4,000 per year scholarships ° 


to top-notch college students who | 


commit to teaching critical sub- 
jects in high-need schools after 
graduation. An additional $500 
million will also be invested in 


colleges and universities that pro- 


vide underserved populations 
with the chance to earn a degree. 
For graduates facing student 


loan debt, this legislation reforms 
the student loan system to ease - 


the burden on student borrowers. 


Interest rates will be cut in half to - 


3.4 percent for undergraduate stu- 
dents with subsidized loans. In 


addition, monthly student loan . 
payments will be capped at 15 
percent of the borrower’s discre- + 


tionary income so students no 


longer have to decide between . 


buying groceries and paying off 
their loans. And students will be 


encouraged to give back to the | 


community; federal student loans 
will be forgiven after ten years of 
service in public sector jobs such 


as teaching, nursing or law | 


enforcement. 

To see how these changes will 
help, consider a recent graduate 
in Michigan who accepts a teach- 
ing position with a starting salary 


of $35,557 and student loans ‘ 


totaling $18,942, both state aver- 
ages. His or her monthly loan 
payment would be reduced by 29 
percent. After ten years of teach- 
ing the remaining federal debt 
would be forgiven, a benefit 
worth more than $10,000. These 
changes will provide a manage- 
able way for students to borrow 
money for their education ‘and 
pay it back. 

With so much at stake, we in 
Congress have a responsibility to 
help make a college education 
attainable for every American, 
The legislation passed by 
Congress, which the President is 
expected to sign into law, is a vic- 
tory for students and families,
